FORAKER'S SPEECH

Senator From OhioNominatesWilliam
MoKinley for President,

]IGH TREIBUTE TO A STATE$MAH

Reviews His Record as the Nation's
Chief Executive.

RECEIVES GREAT APPLAUSE

CONVENTION HALL, Philadelphia.
June 21.-Senator Foraker, In presenting
the name of Mr. McKinley to the conven-

tion, said:
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Con-

vention: Alabama yields to Ohio, and I
thank Alabama for that accommodation.
Alabama has so yielded, however, by rea-

son of a fact that would seem in an im-
portant sense to make the duty that has
been assigned to me a superfluous duty, for
Alabama has yielded because of the fact
that our candidate for the presidency has,
in fact, been already nominated. (Ap-
plause.) He was nomninated by the distin-
guished senator from Colorado when he as-

sumed the duties of temporary chairman.
He was nominated again yesterday by the
distinguished senator from Massachusetts
when he took the office of permanent chair-
man; and he was nominated for a third
time when the senator from Indiana yes-
terday read us the platform. (Applause.)
And not only has he been thus nominated
by this convention, but he has also been
nominated by the whole American people.

From one end of this land to
the other. in every mind, only one and the
